Ohio and the federal government in 1938 spent $30,000,000, the 
state’s share $17,000,000, in pension payments to 120.000 beneficiaries 
Sa years of age or more. Allowing for administration expense, the pay­ 
ments averaged better than $23 monthly. The present system requires 
the pensioner to establish his need, to have no other income, to own 
no property beyond a home worth $3,000. 
The Bigelow plan would apply to every claimant at the age of Ort, 
whether he had other income or not. Its phraseology is not legally 
clear as to the deductibility of other income from pension payments. 
It makes no limitation on the value or quality of home in which the 
claimant resides.

Dis­ 
patches from several Scandinavian 
capitals Indicate their governments 
also are contemplating diplomatic 
steps at Moscow. 
The state department 
had at 
first desired to wait until some 
definite results were learned of the 
conversations beginning today in 
Moscow between Russia and Fin­ 
land.

Seaman, Now In Amsterdam, Tells How Crew Painted 


Vessel As It Steamed Toward Northern Russia

12—A Netherlands seaman on the German liner 
Bremen declared today the vessel reached Murmansk, north Rus­ 
sian port. after a thrilling voyage during which she flew the Soviet 
flag and preparations were made to destroy her rather than allow her 
to fall into British hands. 
E. Post, a cook and only Netherlands seaman on the Bremen when 
she sailed Aug. 30 from New York.*---------------------------------------------------- 
told his story in a copyrighted in­ 
terview with the Amsterdam news­ 
paper. Het Volk, after his return to 
his native country. 
He said Capt. Adolf Ahrens skirt­ 
ed the blockade of the British fleet 
with barrels of gasoline on deck 
ready for burning the vessel rather 
than allow her to be captured by 
the British. 
The voyage was veiled In such 
secrecy, he said, that the crew did 
not know the liner’s destination, all 
lights were extinguished during the 
North Atlantic crossing aud the 
wireless answered no calls. 
Noticed Weather Cold 
Post said that after some days 
at sea he„realized the Bremen was 
sailing far to the north, because 
of the cold weather, but that he 
tad no Idea where she was going. 
There were no passengers or 
cargo and every precaution was 
made to save the crew in event of 
an attack. 
The vessel was painted gray as 
she sped across the Atlantic. 
She traveled much of the time 
in heavy mist, which helped to 
conceal her from any ships near 
her course. 
Post said the Bremen flew the 
Soviet flag and the flag of the 
North Uerman-Lloyd line, but car­ 
ried no German colors. 
He said Capt. Ahrens called the 
crew together Sept. 3, the day 


Great Britain and France declared 
war, and told them the war had 
started, 
‘No Capture While I’m Alive’ 
“It doesn’t look very good for 
us," he quoted the captain as say­ 
ing, “for I’ve sworn that the Eng­ 
lish won't seize me and my ship 
while I’m alive.

BRITISH TAKE GERMAN 
STEAMER IN ATLANTIC 


13,615-Ton Vessel Nabbed 


After Sailing From Brazil

LONDON. Oct. 12—The British 
navy is reported today to have cap­ 
tured the 13.615-ton German Steam­ 
er Cap Norte. 
Th* report, issued by the British 
Press association, said 
the Cap 
Norte, a ship In trade between 
Germany and South America, had 
sailed from the Brazilian port of 
Pernambuco Sept. 17. 
The capture of th* Cap Norte 
had been hinted in yesterday’s re­ 
marks by Winston Churchill, first 
lord of the admiralty, in the house 
of commons. 
Churchill related that during the 
period from Sept, 24 to Oct. 9 
Great Britain had a favorable bal­ 
ance of 7.806 tons of shipping com­ 
paring her seizures with her losses 
from German submarine attacks. 
He explained that Britain had 
lost S.8U9 tons to German subma­ 
rines and had taken 13.615 tons— 
the exact figures of the Cap Norte’s 
gross tonnage. 
Beyond saying the capture oc­ 
curred in the South Atlantic, the 
press 
association's 
naval 
corre­ 
spondent gave no details. 
The Cap Norte was built at Ham­ 
burg in 1922 and Is believed to 
have been carrying a cargo of 
foodstuffs and petroleum products.

Chamberlain Warns Fuehrer Real And 
Settled Peace Is Necessary; Report 
To House Of Commons Scorns Any 
Uneasy Truce Marred By Threats

LONDON, Oct. 12—Prime Minister Chamberlain told Adolf 
Hitler today he could have peace if he wanted it but it “ must 
be a real aud .settled peace’’ and not that outlined by the Her­ 
man fuehrer in the reiehstaj? last Friday. 
Replying to Hitler’s peace overtures, Chamberlain, in his 
weekly war report to the home of commons, Boomed “ an un* 
easy truce” interrupted by constant alarms and repeated threats, 
lie said the proposals of Hitler’s speech are “ vague and 
uncertain and contain no suggestion for righting the wrong* 
done to Czechoslovakia ami Poland.” 
Premier Looks Beyond War 
Chamberlain said that even if Hitler’s proposals contained 
suggestions for righting the wrongs of Poland and Czecho-Slo- 
vakia “ it still would be necessary to ask by what practical 
means the Herman government intends to convince the world 
that aggressions will cease and that pledges will be kept.” 
L a k in g beyond the war. Chamberlain asserted, “whatever may b* 
the Issue of the present struggle and in whatever way it may bn 
brought to a conclusion the world will not be the same world that we 
have known before.” 
The prime minister added: 
“We are not aiming only at victory, but rather looking beyond It 
to (he laying of a foundation of a better International system which 
will mean that war Is not to be the lot of every succeeding generation.’* 
Fails To Msntion War Alms 
' It is for Germany to make her choice,” he asserted, whether io 
continue the war or show she wants peace by “definite acts and by 
the provision of effective guarantees” that her undertakings will h* 
carried out. 
Chamberlain refrained from giving a specific statement on Brit. 
aln a war aims despite a widespread demand In some political quarters 
for such a statement. 
“We mutt take It that the proposals which th* German chancellor 
put* forward for th* establishment of what he calla ‘the certainty of 
European security" are to he based on recognition of his conquest* 
and his right to do what he pleases with tho conquered,” th# prim* 
minister said. 
it was Chamberlain’s first speech sine* Hitler's reicbstag address. 
< hamberlaln stressed that Hitler's overtures were examined by 
Britain “In consultation with the governments of the dominions and of 
the French republic.”

Another expression that Is the equivalent of the 
lug is the bite. A hite-man is the same as a lug 
artist. When a man is said to have large teeth that 
means in some circles that he Is a hite-man. and 
therefore to be shunned ss a plague The expression 
"you big lug" is sometimes heard bf a term of en­ 
dearment, but only In the dialogue of the movies 
Now of tours#?, in the usage we have described, the 
word lug is slang. However, it was slang yegtrs ago 
when the expression putting on the lug meant affect- 
tug airs. yet it managed to get into the dictionary In 
that sens#*. 
A great many words start out In life aa slang 
only to he used so much that they achieve the dig­ 
nity of tile dictionary. 
Lug was probably slang when It was first used 
as meaning to carry something heavy, hut that is 
also in th#* dictionary From this meaning must have 
come the word luggage.

Ears suggest handles, and that suggestion more than 
likely produced lug a* meaning to carry. Projections 
for carrying or supporting various articles we#-© 
nailed lugs because they were ear-like. It is a com­ 
mon term nowadays In mechanics. 
All this does not gpt us any closer to the deriva­ 
tion of lug as meaning to borrow money, or to assess 
a title in the meaning of the declaration of the Kan­ 
sas City cop*. 
Words are curious things. This little old word 
lug has only three letters In it. yet a score of dif­ 
ferent meanings and Is used In many different walks 
of life. It Is not a particularly pretty word lf car­ 
lie* no music. It is abrupt and gutteral. It larks class. 
Still, we must admit it is mighty convenient. 
On the turf. wh#*n a horse Is said to lug in, It ia 
meant that he has a tendency to shove over to the 
inside rail in a race. Some horses like to run close 
to the rail, and In fact will not run at all ex# ept 
along that route, so when they find themselves off 
a distance from the rail, they lug In. Oth#*rs develop 
a penchant for going Just the other way.

BLANKET SEWER 
PROJECT URGED 


City To Ask Big WPA Fund 


For Citywide Program 


A plan to provide sanitary sfw- 
oi’H throughout the city was an­ 
nounced today by Mayor Lee Cop- 
enhaver as city Rngineer Howard 
(J. Henry prepared to submit a re­ 
quest for a W PA grant of between 
$160,000 and $200,000 for a citywide 
blanket sewer project. 
The project would begin at the 
clo*e of the present Carpenter’s 
Hun sewer project, which Is ex­ 
pected at the end of this year. • 
Similar To Street Job 
The program would he handled 
In the same way as tho current 
blanket street project, with sani­ 
tary sewers being put In at the re­ 
quest of property owners and fl- 
natieed partially by special assess­ 
ments. 
The plan Is being set up In re­ 
sponse to numerous requests by 
property owners for sanitary sew­ 
ers. 
Most of these have stated 
tht-ir willingness to hear at least 
part of the cost on an assessment 
basis, Mr. Henry said. 
Assessments would be $1.50 a 
foot front, a rate established by a 
council ordinance passed in 1936. 
Any cost above this would he paid 
to the city. The city’s share of the 
project cost would ho raised In the 
same way as on the street proj­ 
ect. 
Funds to keep the project going 
would be raised by tho issuance of 
notes In anticipation of the collec­ 
tion of special assessments. 
Sow­ 
ers would be put in on streets where 
owners of ^ percent of the pro­ 
perty slgnenMigreements to pay the 
assessment with the city. 
W PA Sanction# Plan 
W PA already ha 
instructed the 
city to submit tho project for ap­ 
proval as soon a* possible so that 
it can he ready as noon as the pres­ 
ent sewer project is completed, 
Mr. Henry requested that proper­ 
ty owners notify him as soon as 
possible if they Intend to petition 
for the improvement so he can 
make up his project estimates. 
lf approved, the project would 
employ approximately 200 men for 
six months. 
It is believed this 
would represent an increase over 
present rolls, or at least would keep 
at work th A e men now employed 
on W PA .

COLUMBUS, Oct/ 12—Thousands 
of bu sh ed of apples are rotting on 
2the ground In Ohio orchards be­ 
cause a surplus of 2.01)0,000 bushels 
has demoralized prices, the Ohio 
State university agricultural exten­ 
sion service reported today. 
Apples are being given away and 
sold for as low as 5 cents a bushel, 
farm ers are feeding them to live­ 
stock and the Federal Surplus Com­ 
modities Corp. has stepped in to 
prevent a great waste in the crop. 
The corporation has agreed to 
buy 50 carloads a week. It will buy 
one bushel for each bushel 
the 
farm ers divert in silage or products 
such as cider, jelly and apple but­ 
ter. 
The university extension service, 
to help promote use of apples, is 
circulating literature, such as a 31- 
page booklet entitled, "85 Ways Of 
Using Apples." Grocery stores all 
over the state are arranging for an 
“apple week".
